Roncarelli . . . ". Several dissenting votes were recorded out of an 
estimated 400 students who were present at the time of voting.

after a week of discussion and cir- 
culation of petitions on the campus, 
last night's Students' Society meet- 
ing was intended to consider ap- 
propriate action with respect to 
student- opinion concerning Premier 
Duplessis' recent steps in dealing 
with the Witnesses of Jehovah, and 
in revoking the liquor license of 
Frank Roncarelli, who supplied ball 
for the jailed members of the sect. 

"JUSTICE, MORAL RIGHT" 

"The law does not always coin- 
cide with justice or with moral 
right," emphasized Jim Paterson, 
president of the McGill Civil Lib- 
erties Committee, which inaugurat- 
ed the protest. Addressing the 
meeting in support of a proposed 
amendment, Jim Paterson stressed 
the fact that many people disagreed 
with the methods and attitudes of 
the Witnesses of Jehovah, but. he 
went on. "We all have the right to 
put up bail." 

II FATED PROTEST 

Bitter protest to the resolution 
was registered by one student who 
identified himself as a member of 
a well-known campus club. Re- 
ferring to the Witnesses of Jehovah, 
he asserted, "When they come to 
my door Sunday after Sunday, tell- 
ing me that I should be converted. 
I get fed up." This argument was 
met by rather heated opposition. 
The speaker then went on to com- 
ment on "the insincerity of the stu- 
dents at the meeting." 

NO RELIGIOUS, POLITICAL 
BIAS 

In proposing the first amendment 
to the meeting, Cran Pratt, mem- 
ber of the McGill Civil Liberties 
Committee, Informed the gather- 
ing that there was "no religious or 
political bias in drawing up the 
resolution". He pointed out that 
the Civil Liberties Committee was 
comprised of all the major politic-

•McGill Foils 
Rowdy Mob at 
Union Rally 

Following the Students' Society 
meeting at McGill, a sizable body 
of local students figured conspi- 
cuously at the Civil Liberties Union 
rally last night, when they ejected 
■n organized hoodlum movement 
irom the meeting. Yelling, hissing, 
.and throwing objects of dubious 
aroma, students from the Unlver 
■Ity of Montreal were soon helped 
from the scene by a spontaneous 
reaction of their ' confreres from 
McGill University. ■ , 

The meeting was organized by 
the Montreal Civil Liberties Assoc 
iation to protest Duplessis' treat 
ment of the Jehovah's Witnesses, 
and the immense auditorium of the 
Monument National was quickly 
filled. 

Anonymous phone-calls received 
earlier had warned the Association 
that a group from the U. of M. 
would be present to try to break 
up the meeting, and consequently 
a large police guard was present 
in the building. 

Catcalls and stinkbombs were 
being thrown from the rear of the 
hall, and for a few moments there 
was complete disorder. Seeing no 
Initiative coming from the constab 
ulary, scattered groups of McGill 
students rose from their seats and 
marched up to the rear. Something 
of a Joint college parade through

Final N.F.CU.S. Student 
Meeting of Term Today 



Education, Housing 

After considerable discussion, a 
NFCUS student meeting passed two 
panel reports unanimously,. at 1.00 
p.m. yesterday, in the Union Ball- 
room. It was pointed out that these 
reports on Education, and on Stu- 
dent Housing, though to serve as a 
basis for discussion and decisions 
at the National Conference, would 
serve as the basis for more exten- 
sive consideration of the problems 
present on the McGill campus, by 
committees operating through the 
NFCUS Commirteé or the SEC-con- 
stituted Committees should the stu- 
dent governing body deem it neces- 
sary. 

Tom C. Bird, Panel Chairman, 
presented a report on Education; 
the report was based on personal 
contact with many local person- 
alities in the Montreal area, on re- 
ports previously prepared by other 
Universities, such as the Harvard 
Report. As one major recommenda- 
tion, the panel suggests the insti- 
tution of a body at McGill campus 
that would study over a period of 
time the extent to which modern

Grants Int. Relations 

The final NFCUS meeting of the 
year will be held today at 1.00 p.m. 
in the Union Ballroom. At this 
meeting panel reports on "Cultural 
Relations' 'and "National and Inter- 
national Scholarships" will be sub- 
mitted to the student body. 

Considerable controversial dis- 
cussion is expected on these two re- 
ports, as they involve the whole 
question of the relationship of the 
International Students' Service and 
the International Union of Students 
to NFCUS and the Canadian eampl 
in general. 

Backed by a voluminous survey 
of scholarships across Canada, the 
Scholarship report of Chairman 
Andre Forget recommends that a 
more dominion-wide system be in- 
stituted by all Universities to pro- 
mote student exchange, and also 
that the directions on the use of 
private grants be left totally in the 
hands of the University author! 
tics. It also calls for a general 
scholarship programme to develop 
Canadian talent towards Canadian 
careers, so that Canadians will no 
longer be drained off to other 
lands while others shine In our 
home fields. 

The Cultural Relations report, 
submitted by Chairman Ann Ryan, 
calls for co-operation with Inter- 
national student organizations, and 
in particular with the National 
Council of Student Veterans. In the 
attention of common programmes. 
An analysis of reports submitted 
by local cultural bodies to NFCUS 
will also be presented. All cultural

Co-ed Debaters Defeated; 
Middlebury Wins by 2-1 



Exactly a year ago, the first co- 
ed international debate held here 
saw the McGill team trounce Mid- 
dlebury College. Last night, Mid- 
dlebury returned to gain, a 2 to 1 
victory over the McGill Debating 
Society, upholding the affirmative 
of the resolution, "Resolved that 
the keystone of American foreign 
policy should be co-operation with 
Russia". . 

The debate was chaired by Ted 
Hugessen and the judges were N. 
W. Jacobs, K.C., Edmund Colard 
and Tracy Ludington of The Gaz- 
ette. , 

First speaker for the Affirmative, 
Peggy Armstrong, maintained that 
there were only two tlaernatlves— 
co-operation, or non-co-operation 
with Russia. She disproved the 
typical contention that Russia was 



unwilling to co-operate, stating that 
the "U.SA. and Great Britain 
would not take 'yes' for an answer", 
She proved historically that the 
balance of power was fatal and 
stressed instead collective security 

Vivian Epstein, first speaker for 
the Negative, stated that co-opera 
tion meant compromise which had 
failed, or appeasement which in the 
past had led to war. America would 
have to Insist upon a strong foreign 
policy supported by an effective 
military strength,, 

Nancy Rathgeb, speaking for the 
Affirmative, insisted that Russia 
had wanted to co-operate all along, 
but had been ostracized by the 
other powers. She pointed out that 
Russia was a strong country not 
to be ignored anad that co-opera 
tion with her was necessary for

Iront 
and Babe Thompson on defence, 
Ace Bailey had a record turnout 
of 250 recruits to choose from and, 
according to reports around here 
he chose well.

OTTAWA. — Former National 
Health and Welfare Minister Brooke 
Claxton has been named new De- 
fence Minister of all three services. 
He is succeeded by the Hon. Paul 
Martin, former Secretaary of. State. 
Air Minister Colin Gibson has 
been named new Secretary of 
State. 

NEW YORK. — A United Nations 
Sub-committee adopted unani- 
mously today a long-range arms 
limitations program. The Arma- 
ments resolution prohibits the 
atomic bomb and major weapons 
of war and envisions an early 
reduction of national armed forces. 

PARIS— Leon Blum became head 
of the French Government for at 
least a month. The* only pre-war 
Premier to return to power in 
post-war France, Blum plunged 
Immediately into the task of form- 
ing a> cabinet 
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Handcuffed! 

"There are none so blind as those who will not 
see" is a quotation which is most apt for McGill 
students after yesterday's indication of their ig- 
norance of fundamental issues. That only some 
400 students could brave the rain, and disturb 
their pleasure to indicate a dislike of the actions 
of Premier Duplessis in the widely-publicited 
case of the Jehovah Witnesses and Roncarelli, 
is a denial of the understanding of basic issues 
by students here. Either that must be deduced or 
else we must conclude that minority rights, free- 
dom of religion, and the prejudgment of cases 
■till before the courts by a government official 
Ï6 no concern of university students, although 
there is no guarantee that they in some future 
instance may not be similarly involved. 

The opinions expressed at the assembly, for 
it was no more than that, were in accord, in thè 
main, with the majority of those expressed in the 
columns of The Daily. However, there were still 
some who chose to cloud the issue with an argu- 
ment against the Jehovah Witnesses and our 
supposed support of their views. It had been re- 
peated ad nauseam that the issue does not con- 
cern the Witnesses, who may very well be proved 
guilty, but that our actions and opinions are ex- 
pressed against the Premier in his prejudgement 
of the case against the Witnesses, and in his high- 
handed action in cancelling the Roncarelli liquor 
lieense merely for going bail for the jailed Wit- 
nesses. 

Nevertheless, official student opinion must 
remain muffled because the quorum was .not ob- 
tained. The cry of réducing the quorum will 
probably be raised once again and the 500 num- 
ber will bè given as reason for the unofficial na- 
ture of our acts yesterday. While the quorum 
number deserves ' séparatc consideration, it 
should have had no bearing at the meeting, for 
over 1,200 students signed the petition circulated 
and aurely half that number could have been ex- 
pècted to attend a meeting on the same question. 
If the student opinion at McGill is to receive 
official consideration, then that opinion roust be 
representative and less than 10 per cent, is not 
truly such. There are over 5,000 students on the 
campus, and yèt only a fraction considered thèse 
issues important. 

It has been argued continually that democracy 
survives only under suitable conditions. One of 
thé most important of these conditions— actually 
the one without which democracy cannot sur- 
vive—is the responsibility of the individuals in 
that society. U they are not prepared to accept 
their responsibilities, they cannot expect the 
benefits which the society affords. Perhaps, we 
can realize how fortunate we are only by losing 
those benefits. That is a very hard way to learn.

OUTWARD BOUND 



"Outward Bound", performed last evening in 
Moyse Hall, follows a precedent established last year 
by "Our Town". McGill's English department seems 
to be making a habit of excellent productions and 
first class acting. Thé play is a good one, but has 
its difficult moments; the cast and Mr. Elmer Hall, 
who directed it, are to be credited with a perform- 
ance which lacked neither suspense nor drama, and 
possessed/ several inspired scenes, and 2 or 3 out- 
standing characterizations. 

"Outward Bound", Is, briefly, the reaction of 
several highly contrasted individuals to the unalter- 
able fact of death. In our opinion, Barbràa Clements 
turned in the performance of the evening, interpret- 
ing, the charwoman, Mrs. Midget in a genuinely 
touehlng and appealing characterization. John Drex- 
ler tied with her for top acting honours, in the 
part of Mr. Prior, an individual much addicted to 
the bottle. He did not seem to be as effortless on 
the stage as we remember him in "Our Town", but 
it is interesting to note that as the play developed, 
Mr. Drexler improved, until in his final scene he 
was at his bett. which was extremely moving and 
convincing. On thé other hand. JameS Jarrett v play- 
ing the Reverend William Duke gave a uniformly 
excellent performance until almost the end. and 
became less convincing in his most dramatic moment. 
Scrubby, tteward for the voyage, played by Edward

Norma Hobbs seemed to" overemphasize the despic- 
able Mrs. Cliveden-Bankt, and appeared to slow up 
the dialogue in thit wey.
